The contestants are Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaiovitch uncle of the 
late Czar Nicholas of Russia and 
commander in chief of the Russian 
armies in the 
World war, 
and 
Grand Duke Cyril Cladimorovitich, 
eldest son of Frand Duke Vladimir, 
and copain of the last ruler. 
Nicholas has been a leader of a 
monarchist movement for some time 
but Cyril only recently proclaim**! 
himself “Emperor of all the Rus- 
sias.” 
Seeks Money in U. 6. 
The proclamation issued at Bel­ 
grade declares that Grand Duka 
Cyril is to devote himself to liber­ 
ating Russia from the Communist 
yoke and that while sworn to ob­ 
serve the Orthodox faith he will 
allow complete 
religious 
liberty. 
Grand Duke Cyril’s son, Vladimir, 
who is seven years of age, is pro­ 
claimed heir to the throne. 
An important part of Syril's plan 
to reestablish 
the 
Romanoffs 
in 
Russia is the floating of a loan in 1 
the United States. 
Cyril is the nearest of surviving 
kin to the late Czar. But in the 
opinion of Grand Duke Nicholas 
and his closent associates (as well 
as the present government in Mos­ 
cow, ro longer have 
a 
juridical 
claim to the throne of Russia. A 
new reigning dynasty might be es­ 
tablished as a result of a Zemsky 
Sobor election, as was the case in 
1613. when the Romanoffs were 
called to occupy the throne of the 
Ruriks. If the Romanoffs are to re­ 
gain the rulership, it is to be solely 
through re-election. Nicholas sees 
himself as winner of such an elec­ 
tion. 
Cyril Once Iii Disgrace 
This stand of Nicholas, coupled 
with the fact that he is believed 
to be the sole leader among the 
monarchists who still 
is popular 
with the masses, has drawn to him 
the majority of monarchists who 
recently taxed themselves one franc 
a month each to support his cause. 
Grand Duke Nicholas is 64 years 
old. His father was field marshal 
of the Russian armies in the Itus- 
so-Turkish War in 1877. The young 
Nicholas gained his military knowl-

P in t for Cardboard Panels 
and Coils 


An insulating paint, which has been 
found serviceable for painting cardboard 
panels and coils in radio work, can be 
made by anyone at practically no cost. A 
pint of denatured alcohol is obtained, and 
an old phonograph record, winch is 
jroken up into many small pieces, is 
dropped into the alcohol. This can be 
done best in a fruit jar. 
The cap is 
screwed down tightly and the mixture sl­ 
owed to stand for a few days until the 
pieces of record have been thoroughly 
dissolved. The mixture is stirred well be­ 
fore it is used and is applied with a brush. 
The work must be done fast, as the paint 
dries rapidly, leaving a black Abn on the 
surface. Two coats are sufficient for any 
material. 
The application stiffens the 
cardboard considerably and produces a 
fine duM finish. One pint of the mixture 
will cover from 15 to 20 aq. fL, and some­ 
times more.
